BALLARD, TO THE REV, G. F. DAVIS, DATED 


Jefferson Co. (Ken.) May 2, issl. 


Dear Brother, | 
Through the goodness of God, I am yet alive 
and in the enjoyment of health. After a tedi- 
ous journey, of about 1000 miles, by steam 
boat and stage, (principally by stage, however, 
the Ohio being too low) I arrived in this State 
the 13th of last December, and immediately 
repaired to my ficld of labor. ‘The winter has 
been extremely cold for this climate. The 
oldest people say, the coldest they have ever 
known. Yet it has been the mildest, I think, | 
ever experienced. With the exception of a 
slight cold or two, I have enjoyed almost per- 
fect health. Almost every thing here is novel 
to a New England man.
